Marshal Foch is puling the Germans 
on the western front to the most se- 
vere test of the war. On four import- 
ant sectors from Verdun to the North 
sea allied troops are fighting their way 
into and beyond the Hindenburg lino. 
Smashing attacks arc being deliver- 
ed by the British and Belgians north 
of Ypres: by the British and Americans 
before Cambrai: by the French north 
of the Aisnc and by the French and 
Americans in Champagne and to the 
east. On all fronts the allied soldiers 
are meeting with successes. 


Cambrai. it would appear, is about 
to fall. The British having captured 
the important height of Bourlon wood. 
arc reported beyond Fontaine Xotia 
Dame and Sailly. within one and thrd 
quarters miles of Cambrai. The men- 
ace to Cambrai is greater than at the 
height of General Byng's stroke of last 
November. The attack inrr troops hold 
a longer from immediately on the west 
while to the north they are pressing 
onward over terrain hitherto untouch- 
ed by fighting.

Londan. Friday, Sept. 27.—H 
request for :ui armistice to discuss 
peace appears to be the leading event 
of what seems to be the most import- 
ant week of the war since the battle 
of the Marne. 
There are two interpretations of Bul- 
garia's action. 
Which is tne correct 


one remains to be seen. 
The first is that the Bulgarian army, 
being defeated and 
scattered among 
the mountains, resorts to a famili.ir 
device to gain time in which to pull it 
self together. 
The other is that Bul- 
garia now sees that she is on a sinking 
ship and wishes to make the best terms 
she may. There have been several in- 
dications recently that the latter the- 
ory comes close to the Bulgarian state 
of mind. The allies have made a re- 
ply which should enable them, if their 
proposal is accepted, to judge which of 
these is the real purpose of Bulgaria. 
A conference without an armistice will 
prove what the enemy really desires. 
First reports of Bulgaria's step re- 
ceived here came 
through Germany 


and had the inevitable color in it. It 
was said that the Bulgarian premier 
had acted on his ow nresponsibility. 
but the fact that a member of the Bul- 
garian cabinet had been nominated as 
one of the representatives of Bulgaria 
on the way to confer with the allied 
commanders 
seems to 
disprove this 
German report. 


"There is great excitement in Ger- 
many over Bulgaria." says a report 
through 
German 
channels 
received 
here from neutral countries, and there 
is no reason to doubt that this is true. 
Almost all news from Bulgaria and 
Turkey comes through Germany and 
even 
German 
papers 
have 
shown 
symptoms of keen anxiety as to the 
loyalty of Germany's allies. 


Signs are not wanting that Bulgaria 
and Turkey feel that they are in the 
same boat. 
When Talaat Pasha, the 


Turkish grand vizer, -visited Berlin re- 
cently, he gave an interview in which 
he said the war must end this winter 
and that it had accomplished all that 
It could. German newspapers express- 
ed considerable 
uneasiness and dis- 
pleasure over this utterance, which 
they plainly 
interpreted as meaning 
that, so far as Turkey was concerned 
the war would end this winter. 


If Bulgaria throws up her hands, she 
cuts the-vital cord which connects Ger- 
many and Asia. 
She deals a death 


blow to Germany's Asiatic ambition. If 
Turkey also raises the white flag she 
will enable the allied armies in Mace- 
donia and Palestine to be shifted to the 
western theatre of war. The defection 
of Bulgaria alone would make it possi- 
ble for the great allied army to turn 
against Turkey from its base at Sa- 
loniki.

GROWLING ABOUT TAXES. 


.Of all the various kickers to be found 
in any community, the growler about 
taxes is the most numerous and anci- 
ent. 
Taxes are probably higher than 


they should be in most places. But un- 
t:l public business pays as liberal sal- 
aries as can be earned in private.em- 
ploy,' it is perhaps futil to expect as 
efficient administration. 


During the recent 
years the high 


' costs of all kinds' of work have been 


reflected in local and state taxation. 
This leads to endless complaint, which 
may or may not be well grounded. 


In some places when people get an 


Idea that the tax rate is too high, the 
officiate proceed to raise the assessment 
all around, which produces a deceptive 
fall in the rate per dollar. Then after 
a few years when people get to kicking 
on their assessments, they lower these, 
and put up the tax rate again. This 
simply changes money from one pocket 
to another, but it sometimes temporar- 
ily quiets the kickers. 


Much dissatisfaction with taxes can 


be avoided if the valuations are laid 
with fairness and good business judg- 
ment. Valuations in certain localities 
art always increasing and others dimin- 
ishing. It takes a lot of resolution and 


* 
independence to' insist on Increasing 
valuations as the real worth of proper- 
ty rises. Many assessors are careless 
or cowardly in this matter. 


It tak«s a very resourceful man to 


•mess valuations and then satisfy the 
tax payer. If he can point out the ade- 
quate reasons that Justify him, his po- 
sition is pretty sure, tie will have the 
backing 'of the great majority of the 
rotera. 
nut if he ratere 
valuation* 


capriciously and without sound judg- 
ment, he satisfies no one. Which goes 
to show that the asac«stog of tax valua- 
tions Is one of ttw mort important func- 
tions of public work, and needs the 
very best ability.

tongue. But even if a jnan merely puts 
enough time into it so he can learn to 
read simple newspaper French, it will 
be a good education for him and give 
him much help "over there." The lingo 
will come to him gradually as he hears 
it. When he returns he will have a gift 
that many of our best educated people 
lack. Also the soldier who can speak 
French will be of more use in the army 
and will stand a better chance of pro-:
